Oil Discovery In Virginia Is 


Considered Freak; Upsets Dope 


(Washington Correspondent of Daa-i 
vine Bee.)

WASHINGTON, p. C-. July 11. — Oil! 
may possibly be discovered 
at any 
point between Rose Hill 3a I/e« coun- 
ty. Southwest Virginia and a point be- 
yond the base of Fine Mountain in 
Kentucky: but it is unlikely that 3t 
will be found in richly paying quanti- 
ties.This 3s the conclusion reached by 
the United States Geological Survey 
following an investigation of the dis- 
covery of oil recently made at Rose. 
Hill. Thjs discovery at Ro«=e H311 up- 
sets all the calculations arid Investiga- 
tions made for a namber of years by 
the GeoJogicla Survey experts- and in- 
dependent scientists who have repeat- 
ed] v d'oclared that oil •would never be 
found 3n th Appalachian Valley. 
The Rose Hill oil well 3§ consider- 
ed a geological "freak" by scientists. 
who declare it resulted from an un- 
usual upheaval ot the soil 3n that vi- 
cinity several million years ago. 


As soon as the report of the 
oJ5 
strike in Southwesi Virginia reached 
the Geological Survey, Charles Butts, 
a -widely experienced geologist, -was 
sent to Le« county to make a oo 
investigation. 
He found the oil in a 
3it«e valley about one mile square sur- 
rounded on three sides by ridges which 
rise 300 feet or more. 
It came from 
a yellowish -gray soii, lying over soft 
srreen shale rocks and sajidston, while 
the soil and rocks of the surround- 
ing ridges are bright red. 
After studying the fossils in the 
yellow dirt and sandstone, Butts found 
they belonged to an age several tn5ll- 
jon<; years later than the fossils in the 


tion for this. Butts reported, is that 
in this region a ridge from 115 to 120 
miles, long and from 2ft to 25 miles 
•wide -was thrown up for over a. mile 
from the direction of the center of the 
earth. 
It may extend from "Lee coun- 
ty to beyond the base of Pine Moun- 
tain in Kentucky. 
The Geological Survey further test 
drills, if any are to be mad*, within 
a mile or so east and west of the pres- 
ent Tsrell. 
If oil 3s there it probably 


w313 not lie more than LSflfl fe*t be- 
low the surface Mr. Butts report- 
ed.

The Virginia oil is very similar 3n 
quality to that obtained in western 
Pennsylvania. The grc-at 
met in the one well "which has 
sunk at Rosa Hill comes from the 
fact that salt wattr seeps in rapidly- 
Due to this it is impossible to discvtoer 
the commercial valuo of the di«cov»ry. 
An experienced operator has bof»n put 
in charge to cement off the salt wa- 
ter.

Johnson of Sheloy, treasurer for the 
promoters of the Dempsey-G:bbons 
fight as president, continued to mark 
time. Xo statement is available as 
to the exact amount of cash involved. 
The action was an immediate result 
of the suspension of the Staunton 
Trust and Saving Bank of Great Falls 
of which George H. Staunton who 
aided in financing the fight is presi- 
dent. The cashier of the Shelby bank 
sa:d a number of depositors with- 
drew their cash from the bank after 
there -was criticism of Maynr John- 
son's connection with the raising of 
the second S100.000 paid to Demp- 
sey.Mayor Johnson sustained personal 
losses estimated to have ranged from 
$100.000 to 5150.000 in attempting to 
"save the fight and the good name of 
Montana " Xone of the banks" funds 
were used in connection with the fi- 
nancing of the fight, it was announc- 
ed.

little 
gray-haired mother lies in Memorial 
Hospital slowly coming back from thje 
Valley of the" Shadow of Death. De- 
clared to have been deserted by her 
husband and abandoned by her son 
and tod that, as she was penniless, 
she would have to go to the city 
home, the municipal poorhouse, she 
went quietly back to her little room 
at 604 Denny street and, after pon- 
dering over her forlorn and friendless 
condition, 
decided 
that 
the 
only 


course open to her was to seek the sol- 
ace of the after-world. 
Rather than end her days amid the 
drab environment of the city home, 
she attempted to end her life by tak- 
ing iodine, but was rushed to the hos- 
pital barely in time for skilled phy- 
sicians- to keep the breath of life in 
her frail body. 
Her case today represents the trag- 


edy of a life and one of the oldest 
and most pitiful tragedies known to 
human kind 
With hr hair whitened 
by sorrow and anxiety far more than 
her 45 years would justify, she lies in 
the 
hospital ward, 
deserted 
and 


friendless 
Although she is evidently of refine- 
men and culture, no word has been 
received from her husband, who 5s 
said to have deserted 
her 
several 
years ago. No message has come 
from her son, who is said to be work- 
ing in the city 
Not a soul sa\e the hospital atten- 


dants has caid her a visit 
And, the 
sad part of it, as soon ag she is nurs- 
ed back to some measure of health, 
the only course remaining for the au- 
thorities will be to send her to the 
city home.

Off Fetters

CONSTANTINOPLE, 
July 
11.— 
Turkish women seem destined soon 
to enjoy the same freedom and privi- 
leges as women in the United States. 
Mustapha Kemal has promised them 
the -vote and they are now beginning 
to shake off the fetters -which have 
kept them to domestic bondage since 
time immemoral 
A great women's 
political congress will be held here 
shortly, and a countrywide suffrage 
movement inaugurated. 
Women pos- 
sessing diplomas of higher or second- 
ary education may appoint delegates 
One of the leaders of the new 
movement says the object of the 
Turkish women is to obtain the vote 
peacefully within two years. Mean- 
while, the first step in this direction 
was won recently when tire v, omen 
elected a Turkish woman teacher on 
the council of primary education. Wo- 
men voters appeared at tne electoral 
assembly in greater numbers than the 
men. 
and this was interpreted as 
showing modern enlightened Turkish 
women's keenness in social natters. 
Mrs Ma»k Bristol, wife of Admiral 
Bristol, the American High Commis-

falo (N. Y.) team. 


Accident Did It. 
"There's no doubt about Heibert's 


mind being quicker and better in- 
formed than most boys," says the 
sister.

And. then the desire not to boast 


crept in and she adds: 
"But he doesn't step out on the 


floor very much.

and oppression.
